grets, and that Mayor Kreismann had 
sent word that he was ill. President 
Gundlach of the Council was present as 
ithe city’s representative. 

The only speaking was after the break- 
fast, when Wenneker announced that 
Col. Roosevelt would have nothing to 
say at that time, and the Colonel waved 
his hand, remarking: “I'll spare your 
feelings this much. You'll have to listen 
to me enough today.”’ 

Then Gov. Hadley was called for, and 
said he was sure the city welcomed the 
Colonel. ‘‘He has had a great many 
things to say in the past,’’ said the 
Governor, ‘‘about the duty of men—and 
women—toward the census. I am sure 
the Million Population Club is in hearty 
accord with his views on that subject.” 

Colonel and Governor Consult. 

The Colonel then retired, with Gov. 
Hadley and Lloyd, to his suite, which 
directly adjoined the Clark-for-Presi- 
dent headquarters on the second floor. 
In the meantime a crowd had gathered 
in the lobby below, as a public recep- 
tion had been announced. Policemen 
kept all persons not wearing badges off 
the second floor. 

United States Marshal Regenhardt and 
Lib Morse of Excelsior Springs, leading 
Taft workers, were on the first floor, 
but did not seem to be looking for Col. 
Roosevelt. E. Mont Reilly and Howard 
Lee, Kansas ‘City Roosevelt leaders, and 
H. D. Harns of Washington, Ill., were 
among those admitted to see the Colonel. 

Crowd Waits at Station. 

The Colonel's train over the Chicago 
& Alton, nine minutes late, was awaited 
by a crowd which filled a good-sized 
section of the Union Station midway and 
by a detachment on Twentieth street. 
Inside the iron gates silk-hatted and 
badge-wearing members of the Million 
Club’s Reception Committee stood. 

Charles F. Wenneker and Otto F. 
Karbe, president and secretary of the 
club, were in the van of the committee. 

Wenneker and Karbe mounted the rear 
steps of the Colonel's private car as the 
train backed in, and were received by 
members of his party. Several moments 
later the Colonel stepped out, and there 
was a cheer of greeting from those near 
the car. 

‘‘Delighted,’’ was his first word to 
Wenneker, and Karbe, reminding him 
of their last meeting in the Outlook of- 
fice, was rewarded with ‘I’m glad to see 
you.””’ Other members of the committee 
got like greetings during the walk to 
the automobiles, but fhe Roosevelt 
smile was grim and the cheeriness that 
the Colonel displayed when, lately re- 
turned from Africa, he visited St. Louis, 
17 months ago, was lacking. 

There were two yells of recognition 
from the two sections of the crowd, one 
of which stood by the gate and one of 
which had fallen back on the Twen- 
tieth street ent™:: “na, ¥s, yi, Toede- 
dy!’ cried one thusiast, and another 
shouted, ‘You’ all right; they can’t 
get you.” “Are you waiting for a 
King?’ called a man getting off a train. 
“No, for a pretender,’ retorted a man 
in the crowd. 

Col. Roosevelt’s hat was the familiar 
black slouch, of near-cowboy pattern,

in the crowd who called his name. 

Hiram Lloyd, C. F. Blanke, Colin M.

Eight other 
cars, containing members of the com- 
mittee and reporters, followed. The 
committee included John.

The Roosevelt party arrived at the 
Planters Hotel in a drizzle of rain. Some 
0 or 75 men were in front of the wom- 
en's entrance on Fourth street when the 
first automobile drove up. There was no 
cheering as the Colonel left the car 
and, conducted by Karbe, Wenneker, Pe- 
ters and Secretary Harper, entered the 
hotel. Roosevelt looked around at the 
crowd, put his hand to his hat as if 
about to raise it, then stepped hastily 
inside the hotel. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter first 
sought an interview, Roosevelt’s secre- 
tary said the Colonel had decided not 
te: talk politics. The reporter then’ said 
he was anxious to ask him about a 
story that had just come from Chicago. 

Roosevelt came to the door. He 
looked somewhat older and decidedly 
more weary than upon his last visit to 
St. Louis, but he was smiling until most 
of his teeth could be seen. His voice 
appeared a trifle husky, as from a cold, 
when he said: 

“I've only come to the door to shake 
hands with you men.” 

“Would you give us a statement about 
the Chicago hall story?’’ the reporters 
asked him. 

The smile left the Colonel’s face, his 
cheek flushed, he almost bit off the 
words as he made his declaration that 
any story not coming from him was a 
fake, and evaded the direct question as 
to a bolt. 

A. H. Revell of Chicago, chairman of 
the National Roosevelt Committee, de- 
nied the Chicago story, saying: 

“The story is an absolute falsehood. 
There is no basis for it. No one in my 
presence has given the slightest thought 
to a movement of that kind. I know 
of no such option, and we have no ar- 
rangement for any space in Chicago 
other than our reservations at the Con- 
gress Hotel.”’

grets, and that Mayor Kreismann had 
sent word that he was ill. President 
Gundlach of the Council was present as 
‘the city’s representative. 

The only speaking was after the break- 
fast, when Wenneker announced that 
Col. Roosevelt would have nothing to 
say at that time, and the Colonel waved 
his hand, remarking: “I'll spare your 
feelings this much. You'll have to listen 
to me enough today.’’ 

Then Gov. Hadley was called for, and 
said he was sure the city welcomed the 
Colonel. ‘‘He has had a great many 
things to say in the past,’ said the 
Governor, “‘about the duty of men—and 
women—toward the census. I am sure 
the Million Population Club is in hearty 
accord with his views on that subject.” 

Colonel and Governor Consult. 

The Colonel then retired, with Gov. 
Hadley and Lloyd, to his suite, which 
directly adjoined the Clark-for-Presi- 
dent headquarters on the second floor. 
In the meantime a crowd had gathered 
in the lobby below, as a public recep- 
tion had been announced. Policemen 
kept all persons not wearing badges off 
the second floor. 

United States Marshal Regenhardt and 
Lib Morse of Excelsior Springs, leading 
Taft workers, were on the first floor, 
but did not seem to be looking for Col. 
Roosevelt. E. Mont Reilly and Howard 
Lee, Kansas City Roosevelt leaders, and 
H. D. Harns of Washington, Ill., were 
among those admitted to see the Colonel. 

Crowd Waits at Station. 

The Colonel’s train over the Chicago 
& Alton, nine minutes late, was awaited 
by a crowd which filled a good-sized 
section of the Union Station midway and 
by a detachment on Twentieth street. 
Inside the iron gates silk-hatted and 
badge-wearing members of the Million 
Club’s Reception Committee stood. 

Charles F. Wennexker and Otto F. 
Karbe, president and secretary of the 
club, were in the van of the committee. 

Wenneker and Karbe mounted the rear 
steps of the Colonel’s private car as the 
train backed in, and were received by 
members of his party. Several moments 
later the Colonel stepped out, and there 
was a cheer of greeting from those near 
the car. 

‘‘Delighted,’’ was his first word to 
Wenneker, and Karbe, reminding him 
of their last meeting in the Outlook of- 
fice, was rewarded with ‘I’m glad to see 
you.”” Other members of the committee 
got like greetings during the walk to 
the automobiles, but the Roosevelt 
smile was grim and the cheeriness that 
the Colonel displayed when, lately re- 
turned from Africa, he visited St. Louis, 
17 months ago, was lacking. 

There were two yells of recognition 
from the two sections of the crowd, one 
of which stood by the gate and one of 
which had fallen back on the Twen- 
tieth street entrioce. “Yi, yi, yi, Ted- 
dy!’ eried one {i:usiast, and another 
shouted, “You'’ all right; they can’t 
get you.”’ “Are you waiting for a 
King?” called a man getting off a train. 
‘No, for a pretender,’’ retorted a man 
in the crowd. 

Col. Roosevelt's hat was the familiar 
black slouch, of near-cowboy pattern, 





with twin dents, and he wore a black 
overcoat with fur collar. He carried 





his hat in his lifted hand during most 
of the walk through the station Mid- 
Way and bowed occasionally to persons 
in the crowd who called his name.

There was no 
cheering as the Colonel left the car 
and, conducted by Karbe, Wenneker, Pe- 
ters and Secretary Harper, entered the 
hotel. Roosevelt looked around at the 
crowd, put his hand to his hat as if 
about to raise it, then stepped hastily 
inside the hotel. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter first 
sought an interview, Roosevelt's secre- 
tary said the Colonel had decided not 
tc talk politics. The reporter then said 
he was anxious to ask him about a 
story that had just come from Chicago. 

Roosevelt came to the door. He 
looked somewhat older and decidedly 
more weary than upon his last visit to 
St. Louis, but he was smiling until most 
of his teeth could be seen. His voice 
appeared a trifle husky, as from a cold, 
when he said: 

“I’ve only come to the door to shake 
hands with you men.” 

“Would you give us a statement about 
the Chicago hall story?’ the reporters 
asked him. 

The smile left the Colonel’s face, his 
cheek flushed, he almost bit off the 
words as he made his declaration that 
any story not coming from him was a 
fake, and evaded the direct question as 
to a bolt. 

A. H. Revell of Chicago, chairman of 
the National Roosevelt Committee, de- 
nied the Chicago story, saying: 

“The story is an absolute falsehood. 
There is no basis for it. No one in my 
presence has given the slightest thought 
to a movement of that kind. I know 
of no such option, and we have no ar- 
rangement for any space in Chicago 
other than our reservations at the Con- 
gress Hotel.”

JONDON, starch 2s —The end of the 


coal strike, which sorely has affected 
many millions of the population of the 
United Kingdom in the last four weeks, 
is believed to be at hand. No doubt 
appears to exist in the minds of many 
people that the majority of the 1,000,000 
miners who left their work March 1 are 
eager to return to the pits, and when 
the occasion offers wiil vote in favor of 
the proposal to resume work. Most of 
them, it is believed, even would return 
to the pits immediately, but in each dis- 
trict there is a small section which op- 
poses any action until the vote which 
has been called for on the question of 
resumption of work or continuance of 
the strike has been cast and counted. 

It is these who are blamed for the 
trouble which caused the dispatch yes- 
terday of troops to Chirk, in W ales, 
where work has been proceeding for 
some days in the Brynkinalle colleries 
and to Cannocks, in the midlands, 
where efforts were made last night to 
keep the men from working. 


Troops Protect the Miners 
Other owners are opening their mines 


today, and men who wish to start work 
will receive full protection from the 
Government. 

In the great military 
shot, 10,000 soldiers are held in readiness 
to move at any moment to any point 
in the county, and at other military 
posts similar arrangements have been 
made. 

More urgent even than the 
of protecting the mines is the heavy 
duty facing the country of relieving the 
terrible destitution caused everywhere 
by the strike. Millions are living in a 
state of virtual semi-starvation in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

The settlement can come none too 
soon, for of the 2,000,000 men besides the 
miners who have been thrown out of 
employment, at least a half do not be- 
long to any trade organization and 
therefore receive no out-of-work benefit. 
In Southern Wales the distress is be- 
coming more terrible each day. 

Prices everywhere still are rising and 
it is almost impossible even for those 
men who are receiving benefits to pur- 
chase food, 

After a long conference the coal own- 
@re decided to aecept the Government's 
minimum wage bill, and at a full meet- 
ing of the Miners’ Federation it was re- 
solved to order an immediate ballot of 
the men on the question of accepting the 
bill. In the House of Lords last night 
the bill passed second reading without a 
division, and Lord Lansdowne  an- 
nounced that the opposition will not 
seek to amend the bill or to delay its

Three Starving to Death 
The worst famine spot in the “whole 


country exists in the potteries district, 
which includes the towns of Stoke-Upon- 
Trent, Hanley, Longton, Burslem, Tun- 
stell and Newcastle-Under-Lyma. One 
of the doctors engaged in the work of 
relief yesterday came across three per- 
sons there dying of starvation. 

On the River Tyne, whose surface is 
usually covered with vessels, no fewer 
than 132 steamers are laid up and, in 
addition to the miners, there ‘are 40,000 
men unemployed.

Egyptian Medical Work of 5000 
B. C. Translated at Cost 


of $50,000. 


CHICAGO, March 2 —Dr. Carl H. 
von Klein, after 20 years’ study and an 
outlay of $50,000, has completed the trans- 
lation of the “Papyrus-ebers,” an Egyp- 
tion medical work 7090 years old. 

The papyrus was revealed in 1872 by 
Georg Ebers, who, with the ald of 
Ludwig Stern and other Egyptologists, 
published the fact that Hippocrates of 
who had been known as the ‘“‘father 
of medicine,” no longer possessed that 
title. The date of ice papyrus was so

10 SIT IN SENATE 


Members Decide Former Action 
Sustaining Illinoisan Bars 
Further Proceeding. 








LINE-UP IS FIVE TO THREE 


Reports to Be Made to Senate 
and Final Verdict Rests 
Upon Its Ballot. 





WASHINGTON, March 28.—The right 
of Senator Lorimer of IHinois to his seat 
in the United States Senate was upheld 
today by the Special Investigation Com- 


vote sustaining Lorimer in the last Con- 
gress on substantially the same charges 
barred any further proceedings against 
him, 

The report will be made to the whole 
Senate, and upon the vote of that body 
will rest the decision as to whether 
Lorimer shall retain his seat. 

Action Ig Sweeping. 

The committee’s action was sweeping. 
It not only adopted the “res judicata’”’ 
resolution prepared by Senator Jones of 
Washington, but other resolutions favor- 
ing the Lorimer contentions. 

The Jones resolution declared that the 
pending case had already been covered 
by the previous trial of Lorimer in the 
Senate and that again to place the IIli- 
nois Senator on trial would not be in 
accord with the principle of ‘res judi- 
cata.”’ 

Another resolution adopted exonerated 
Edward Hines of Chicago, president of a 
large lumber company, of any wrong- 
doing. 

By a vote of 5 to 0, the committee 
adopted a resolution declaring that if 
there was any corrupt dealing in con- 
nection with Lorimer’s election, Senator 
Lorimer had no knowledge of it. There 
was no conclusive evidence of a ‘‘jack 
pot” in the Illinois Legislature, it was 
found. 

Three Refrain From Voting. 

On the resolution declaring that Lori- 
mer had no knowledge of any corrupt 
dealings, Senator Kenyon, Kern and 
Lea, who opposed Lorimer, refrained 
from voting. 

The committee vote on the Jones reso- 
lution follows: For Lorimer—Dilling- 
ham, Gamble, Jones, Johnston and 
Fletcher. Against Lorimer—Kern, Ken- 
yon and Lea. 

A test vote in the committee vester- 
day seemed to indicate the committee 
stood five to three in favor of Senator 
Lorimer, and under these circumstances 
‘t was certain that majority and minor- 
ity reports ultimately would be made to 
the Senate. 

The anti-Lorimer senators are insis- 
tent on bringing the case before the 
Senate without delay. The members of 
the committee who favor Lorimer pro- 
fess the same desire.

By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—Philip S. 
Hichborn, son of the former Chief Con- 
structor of the United States Navy, 
whose wife eloped 15 months ago with 
Horace Wylie, a Washington clubman, 
shot himself in the head last evening 
and died instantly at the home of his 
sister, Mrs. Paul Pearsall. Mental 
breakdown is the cause ascribed by 
members of his family. This, they say, 
Was caused by uninterrupted worry due 

to his wife’s flight. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
Hichborn learned that a child was born 
to his wife within the last 24 hours. 
Mrs. Hichborn and Wylie are supposed 
tc be living in a villa somewhere on 
the shores of the Mediterranean. 

Philip Hichborn was a lawyer, club- 
man and contributor to the popular 
magazines. The elopement of his wife 
with Wylie stirred social circles 
throughout the East. 

Hichborn’s health failed steadily after 
the elopement and he left the city sev- 
eral times and was absent at health 
resorts for long terms. Each time he 
returned looking  ~Obetter, but soon 
dropped into bad health and went away 
again. 

On a table Hichborn left a note sealed. 
The Coroner took charge of it and its 
contents may be known if the families 
consent. 

The following sentences, purporting to 
be parts of the note, were given out: 

“T am not responsible for this act, 
for my mind has been unbalanced for 
some time. I have been a victim of 
impulses. There have been times when 
I have not known what I was doing.”’ 

The note, it was said, concluded with 
a request that his mother or sister care 
for his little daughter.

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When the news of the death of Hich- 
born spread through the clubs they soon 
were deserted by men who rushed to the 
Pearsall home: Within an hour the 
street was lined with taxicabs, and 
crowds stood watching the house as the 
undertaker and his men entered. 

The infelicities and ramifications of 
the famous Hichborn-Wylie ‘“‘quadran- 
gle’ furnished a chapter in modern ro- 
mance about as startling as the army, 
navy and State circles at Washington 
ever have known. In fact, ever since 
December, 1910, it has been a steady 
source of gossip at clubs and tea ta- 
bies and twice—when the elopement of 
the fair young Mrs. Hichborn with the 
48-year-old, but sturdy and athletically 
active, Horace Wylie, first became 
Known, and later when the runaway 
Mrs. Hichborn devised her famous 
scheme of ‘‘trial reconciliations’’—well, 
then the gossips were fairly gaspirig. 
The audacity of her proposal was as 
rold as any social situation Pinero ever 
had invented. 

In brief, having run away with Ho:.- 
ace Wylie, she proposed that he go back 
to his wife and she to her husband, 
and that if, after five months or some 
such period of time, they found that, 
after all, they still longed for each 
other, and that their elopement had not 
been merely the result of a temporary 
infatuation, Wylie was to desert his 
wife again and she her husband and 
they would snap their fingers full in the 
face of society and live their lives out 
among the Italian lakes and European 
capitals.

Hichborn. His wife assented, but it 
was, however, a reconciliation in name 
only. At the end of the prescribed five 
months he gave it up and fled from 
wife and family for the joys of exist- 
ence with Mrs. Hichborn, even as she 
had deserted her baby girl and young 
husband for this middle-aged admirer. 
She had coolly proposed the ‘‘trial-rec- 
enciliation’ as between her husband 
and herself, but his family so bitterly 
opposed the suggestion that whatever 
Hichborn’s secret leanings may have 
been, young Mrs. Hichborn was _in- 
formed that in her case no such  bi- 
zarre ‘“‘test'’ would be countenanced. 

The father of the young husband was 
the late Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn, 
who, as chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repairs, directed the 
building of the first of our present great 
Lattleships. Young Philip Hichborn's 
elder sister was famous in Washington 
society a decade or so ago as the 
“heliotrope belle.”” She married James 
G. Blaine Jr., but divorced him and 
then married Paul Pearsall, formerly in 
the naval! service, but afterward well 
Inown in New York and Washington 
society. Since the elopement of Mrs. 
Hichborn her girl has been cared for 
by the beautiful aunt. 

The debonair Wylie had known young 
Mrs. Hichborn since she was a girl, 
and she first had engaged his interest 
hecatise of her accomplishments as an 
equestrienne. She was a daring, grace- 
ful rider. On tennis court and golf 
links she was also a factor and an at- 
traction. The Wrylies and the Hich- 
porns becoming great friends, Hich- 
Lorn himself being of quiet, retiring 
disposition, it frequently came about 
that Wylie would be seen in gallant at- 
tendance on both his wife and the 
youthful Hichborn bride.

FEDERAL DEFEATS 


Orozco’s Success Considered 
Ominous and Zapata Resumes 
Activity in South. 








MADERO RULE IN DANGER 


America Considering Attitude 
Toward Rival Rebel Leaders 
if Government Falls. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Consterna- 
tion reigns in Mexico City over the Fed- 
eral defeats in Chihuahua. Orozco’s 
success there is looked on as ominous 
and likely to be. followed by serious 
events throughout the republic, accord- 
ing to State Department reports from 
the Mexican capital today. 

The weakness of the Federal forces in 
the south is recognized, and Zapata 
seems to be taking advantage of this 
fact. He is reported to be resuming his 
fighting in that section. 

The Federals, following their recent 
engagement in Southern Chihuahua, re- 
treated to Torreon in a demoralized con- 
dition and, State Department reports 
say, the rebels are- following them 
closely. 

The rebel successes have shaken the 
confidence of some of the Washington 
officials in the easy triumph of Madero 
ever his enemies. 


Grave Question Arises., 
They are now recognizing the possi- 


bility of an overthrow of the Madero 
government, and the grave question is 
beginning to assert itself as to the cor- 
rect attitude of the United States in thm 
turmoil and chaos which probably wou!d 
follow the clashing of presidential a-- 
pirations of at least three or four ani- 
bitious Mexican rebel leaders. 

While there is still no thought of 
armed intervention in Mexico, attention 
is being drawn to the fact that in Cuba, 
in Panama, in Nicaragua and in other 
Central American and West Indian re- 
publics, the American Government has 
laid down the principle that, having 
regular constitutions, the various dis- 
turbing elements in 
must be obliged to live up to them; 
that the Government must be represen- 
tative of the will of the majority of the 
pleople freely expressed, and that there 
should be no self-created despotism. 


Invasion Not Expected, 
The problem may be presented as to 


whether some such representations may 
not have to be made to the ambitious 
aspirants for executive power in Mex- 
ico in the event of Madero’s overthrow. 
Even in such case, however, it is 
confidently believed here there will be 
no necessity for an invasion of Mexico 
or for the exercise of anything more 
than moral suasion, such as has been 
potent in the case of other disturbed 
J.atin-American republics.

ROCK ISLAND’ Ss RIOT. 

Intemperate use of the power of official position 
by Mayor H. M. Schriver and of the power of pub- 
licity by Editor John Looney of the News, a 
weekly labor paper, is responsible for the fatal 
riot at Rock Island, with which the commission 
plan of government and the recall are so curiously 
identified. 

The Mayor is charged with having used in such 
a way the large authority conferred under the 
commission plan as to rouse public resentment. 
The editor, advocating his recall, printed denunci- 
ations. that moved the Mayor to retaiiate. He 
‘used the town police to raid the newspaper office 
and protect himself from the publication of scan- 
dalous charges by suppressing a printed edition 
of the News. With the backing of the police the 
Mayor gave the editor much the worst of it in 
a personal encounter and at the last accounts, ed- 
-jtor, manager, circulation man and several news- 
‘boys were in jail. 

“ Through these steps a private quarrel grew into 
public tumult and brawl. Enmity against the 
Mayor flamed into riot and three persons were 
‘killed, half a dozen were seriously wounded and 
a recall petition with 5000 names was destroyed 
or lost. 

If this petition, which promised an orderly 
‘way to prevent the embroiling of the community, 
camnot be recovered or replaced, its loss may not 
tbe the least serious of the consequences of the 
riot. The present duty is to suppress disorder and 
unlawful demonstrations of every sort. The re 
sponsibility of the two feud principals for the 
deplorable consequences can be determined later.

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TOLLS IN THE PANAMA CANAL. 

Resolutions adopted at Chicago last October 
by the Gulf-to-Lakes Deep Waterways Associa- 
tion, asking that no tolls shall be imposed on 
coastwise vessels in the Panama Canal, are 
given strong support in a minority report of 
the House Commerce Committee. 

The majority committee report contended 
that this would not be permissible under the 
X\ollowing clause of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty: 

The canal shall be free and open to the 
vessels of commerce and of war of all na- 
tions on terms of entire equality, so there 
shall be no discrimination in respect to the 
conditions and charges of traffic and other- 
wise, 

President Taft and his Secretaries of War and 


of Commerce and Labor do not believe that this 
clause bars exemptions to coastwise trade. A 
Supreme Court decision holds that a similar 
clause in other treaties is not infringed by ex- 
empting coastwise ships from harbor dues. The 
bill recommended by.the majority report ex- 
empts both our naval vessels and merchantmen 
owned by the Panama Railroad, and the minor- 
ity point out that this is as much a technical in- 
fraction of the treaty as to favor coastwise 
ships. 

The subject is of first importance to Missis- 
sippi Valley cities. The estimate of commerce 
through the canal from one American port to 
another by 1915 is 1,160,000 tons. At a toll of $1 
a ton this would impose on traffic a large sum 
to be added to the price to the consumers, many 
of whom live in the valley. The foreign traf- 
fic through the canal by 1915 is estimated at 
9,340,000, which at $1 a ton would give more 
than twice the sum needed for canal operating 
expenses.

Girls who disappear are seldom un- 
der 14 years of age or over 22, It is be- 
tween those limits that they require 
the closest and most affectionate ma- 
ternal attention. Then it is that the 
necessity for confidence and sympathy 
between mother and daughter is great- 
est. 

If the girl has not been trained by her 
mother to come to her with all her 
troubles and uncertainties and to keep 
nothing in her acts or impulses hidden, 
she will not do it then.

MOSQUITO WAR 


Commissioner Thompson De- 
Clares It Is Kind of Work 
They Want. 








The Boy Scouts of America, number- 
ing nearly 2000 in St. Louis, will prob- 
ably offer their services to the Health 
Department for a war on mosquitoes 
‘nis spring and summer. 


Aenry C. Thompson Jr., commissioner 
for St. Louis of the organization, told 
& Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that 
the proposal had been brought up at 
conferences of the officials, and was 
favored by William W. Hoxton, Hugh 
lullerton and other local leaders of the 
movement. An editorial in the Post- 
Dispatch first called public attention 
to the need for such a campaign here, 
and suggested the idea for a campaign 
to eliminate mosquitoes. 

“Our boys are in for anything that 
will benefit the city,”’ said Commfssion- 
er Thompson. ‘To serve the public is 
part of their vow as scouts, and scouts 
elsewhere have done work of this na- 
. ture very successfully. 


“In some New a towns Bison 8 Boy 





Scouts have undertaken this very task, 
disinfecting the ponds and pools where 
mosquitoes are bred. 

“A band of scouts with whom I was 
in camp two years ago near Fredonia, 
Kan., volunteered their services to the 
State Department of Agriculture to fight 
the chinch bugs. They cleared and 
turned the underbrush and destroyed 
these pests, saving probably $1,000,000 
worth of corn. 

“One gallon of petroleum, it has been 
found, will cover 1000 square feet of wa- 
ter in such a way as to destroy mosqui- 
toes. The task of oiling ponds is one to 
which the boys, with their knowledge of 
outdoor life, are well adapted. It is the 
sort of work they are looking for, and 
some of the scout masters who have 
talked the matter over with members of 
their troops report that the boys want to 
undertake it.”’ 

Thompson said the Scouts would use 
disinfectants furnished by the city, if 
the city should see fit to provide it. 
Members of the Board of Health have 
said that the chief obstacle to undertak- 
ing the work was the cost, chiefly for 
men to do the disinfecting. 

The members of the Board of Health 
have declared themselves as favoring 
a campaign against mosquitoes, like that 
made by Dr. William C. Gorgas’ sani- 
tary forces in Panama. Considerations 
of public health and comfort, the mem- 
bers say, are strongly in favor of such 
action, and the only objection raised has 
been on the score of the cost.

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Commission Has 
a Good Word for 
the Boxing Game 


Annual Report Says Betting and 
Fake Bouts Have Been 


Eliminated. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—The first an- 
nual report of the New York Athletic 
Commission, which was created a year 
ago, to supervise all boxing and spar- 
ring matches in the State, is before the 
Legislature here today. 

Whether the commission will continue 
in existence another year is still a mat- 
ter of doubt. A bill for the repeal of 
the law which created it has passed the 
lower House of the Legislature, and is 
now pending In the Senate. The abol- 
ishment of the commission would end 
legalized boxing in New York State, al- 
though Gov. Dix signed the law, he 
has since urged in special messages that 
it be repealed. 

“The law has been criticised as also 
the commission,” says the report. “ft 
has, however, been that kind of critt- 
cism that should not affect the condi- 
bon or the control of boxing in the 
State of New York. On all sides the 
Governor and the legislators have been 
&.pplauded for the stand originally taken 
in turning over to the State the control 
of this fine form of exercise. 

Brutality Is Gone. 

“The work of the State Athletic Commission 
has entirely eliminated the brutal features 
of the game of boxing which was so preva- 
lent before the commission was created. ft 
has iHkewise reduced to a small factor gam 
bling.

When the audience filed out of the 
Odeon Wednesday night after the pro- 
duction of Ibsen's “An Enemy of the 
People,’’ presented by Thyrsus, the dra- 
matic club of Washington University, 
some were surprised with the force that 
the student actors portrayed Ibsen. 

The most pleasing part of the perform- 
ance was the portrayal of the leading 
role, that of Dr. Thomas Stockman, by 
Robert Roessel. He held the audience 
from his first entrance. His clear voice 
and distinct enunciation gave the audi- 
ence every word of his lengthy part 
and his characterization was convincing. 
His every scene was greef®a with ap- 
plause. 

The leading role of the play fs the bug- 
bear of this drama to actors. With ev- 
eryone turning against the doctor it re- 
quires careful handling to keep the audi- 
ence entirely in sympathy with him. The 
enthusiasm which greeted the climax of 
the fifth act, in which Dr. Stockman is 
left alone with his wife and daughter 
Was an indication of how successful 
Roessel had been in his portrayal. 

But Roessel shared the principal hon- 
ors of the play with Eugene Smith, 
who as Burgomaster Stockman, the afte 
rogant brother of the physician, came 
very close to first mention. Smith's 
physique and voice brought his role @ 
tremendous stature, 


Climax of Play. 
The scene in the second act where the 
brothers confront each other after the 


Stockman barter his love of truth for hig 
position as medical officer of the Baths 
was so tense that the audience forgot 
that it was an amateur performance. 
And the scene immediately following, in 
which Mrs. Stockman breaks down with 
the fear for the future of her family, 
with Petra, the daughter, comforting 
her, and the two little sons of the doc- 


‘tor break into the room and look won- 


deringly at each other as to what it all 
means, was so effectively done as to 
make the end of the second act the most 
poignant in the drama, 

Miss Herrold West, as Mrs. Stockman, 
touched the hearts of her auditors with 
her appeals to her husband to consider 
his ‘family and her final determination 
to stand by him whoever else might be 
against him. Miss Louise Wenzel, as 
Petra, won favor in another way, by her 
outspoken loyalty to her father. 

Moulton Green handled the character 
of Aslaksen, the vacillating leader of 
the householders, with such cleverness 
that his scenes were liberally applauded. 

William Carson as Hovstad, the editor 
of the People’s Messenger, seemed dis- 
posed not to face the audience. His 
part, important in the plot of the play, 
was not as effective as it should have 
been, partly as a result of this, and 
partly through defective enunciation. 

Fred Thilenius, as Billings, made good 
comedy early in the play, but he carried 
it too far in his gestures. Preston Lack- 
wood did good character work as Mor- 
ten Kiil, the Badger, until he laughed. 
He was not able to produce a single 
natural laugh. 

Leo McCarthy was good as Capt. 
Horster and Masters George Dock and 
John Lowes met with favor as the 
small sons of the Stockmans, Elliff and 
Morten Stockman. Most of the scenes 
of the play went well with the audience.

“Apparently today’s market was gov- 
erned by the two conflicting influences 
of outside buying orders which the com- 
mission houses executed in quantity at 
the start, and continued realizing sales, 
presumably for the professional buyers 
of the past four weeks.

In countries having 4 
per cent, or 94,000,000 acres of the total 
winter wheat area last year, the area 
is 102.2 per cent of last year.
